WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson was epected to- 
day to continue his Vietnamese 
peace offensive, including the 
pause in bombing the north, 
long enough to give North Viet 
Nam what officials here call 
ample time to decide for or 
against entering peace negotia- 
tions. 


Public denunciations of the 


peace drive as "decitful a n d 
hypocritical" which came from 
Hanoi Monday are so far not 
regarded by the U.S. policy 
makers as decisive, The United 
States Is still awaiting some 
more official kind of response 
which presumably would come 
from the Hanoi government ei- 
ther in a public declaration or 
through diplomatic channels. 


The suspension of air strikes 


against North Viet Nam is now 
in its twelfth day, having begun 
with the Christmas truce. So far 
as can be determined no date 
has been set for resumption. 


The whole situation, including 


the progress of the U.S. peace 
offensive, is said to be under a 
daily review by President John- 
son and his top advisers with 
developments measured against 
the general guideline of allow- 
ing ample time for the leaders 
in North Viet Nam to decide 
how they want to handle the 
situation. 


Policy makers here are said 


to be convinced that there is a 
division in Hanoi between those 
who would like to find some way 
to bring the fighting to a close 
and in effect transfer the strug- 
gle for control of South Viet 
Nam to the conference table 
and those who favor continuing 
the war at any cost. 


It is also widely believed in 


Washington 
that 
Communist 


China is putting heavy pressure 
on the Hanoi government to 
continue the fight while SOveit 
policy, so far as it can be 
brought to bear in Hanoi, is be- 
lieved to favor a negotiated 
solution.

"Everything is too commer- 


cial here," said Maiden. "Ac- 
tors don't join classes just to 
polish up their skills. They join 
with the idea that 'maybe if I do 
some scenes with Maiden, he 
will recommend me for his next 
picture.' 


"In college communities it's 


different. Students are in class- 
es for what they can learn." 


So he went back to college. As 


Maiden Sekulovich of Gary, 
Ind., he didn't get very far at 
Arkansas State Teachers Col- 
lege, He chucked an athletic 
scholarship for a career in the 
theater. His return to the cam- 
pus life was occasioned by an 
invitation from an old friend 
who teaches dramatics at East- 
ern New Mexico University. 


Word got around the academ- 


ic community that Maiden was 
available. He also accepted in- 
vitations 
from Kansas State 


Teachers and Indiana Universi- 
ty, Now he has eight future 
dates, 
including Denver, San 


Jose State, Northwestern and 
Midland, Neb. 
"I accept the dates with the 


proviso that I can leave if a 
movie job should come up," the 
actor explained. "For that rea- 
son I don't want to be paid. 


"After I was at Kansas, the 


university sent me a check for a 
thousand dollars. I sent it back 
with the suggestion that they 
might convert it into a Karl 
Maiden scholarship fund, if they 
wanted to. That was done, and 
now worthy dramatic students 
are given a hundred dollars a 
semester." 


Maiden's plan is to visit each 


campus for a three-week period. 
He Jives and eats among the 
students and reports that after 
the first few days he is accepted 
as part of the local scene. 


"I specify that I want to work 


with advanced acting classes, 
no more than 20 to 25 in each 
session," he said. "Most of the 
time we do scenes and impro- 
vise. The instructor can remain 
in the class if he wants. But he 
has to get up and make a fool of 
himself, just as we do." 


Maiden, who has a daughter 


at the University of Oregon, 
said hjs collegiate experiences 
send him back to Hollywood 
refreshed. How does his wife 
feel about these absences? 


"She approves," he grinned. 


"She knows what a miserable 
person I can be when I'm not 
working."

LBJ Likes 
Lull on the 
Home Front

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, pressing peace 
efforts to end the war in Viet 
Nam, faces a welcome lull in 
the home front battle against 
economic strife and the threat 
of inflation. 


With the Big Steel price flap 


settled, the prospects during the 
rest of 1966 are for a minimum 
of major labor-industry squab- 
hies threatening big strikes or 
widespread wage-price escala- 
tion. 


Johnson, who didn't hesitate 


to remind both unions and man- 
agement that U.S. fighting men 
were dying in Viet Nam, had to 
step into a number of big 
disputes 
last year, 
including 


steel negotiations and shipping 
strikes. 


But this year will see the few- 


est major labor contract nego- 
tiations in recent years, reduc- 
ing the chances of White House 
intervention in the name of the 
national interest. 


However, there are some ex- 


ceptions that could force John- 
son back into the labor-manage- 
ment arena at the national lev- 
el. 


An estimated record $8 billion 


a year in deferred wage in- 
creases go to some 4 million 
workers in 1966 and may bear 
watching for potential upward 
pressure on prices. 


But government 
economists 


generally believe these wage 
increases 
— negotiated pre- 


viously in long-term contracts 
— will cause little inflationary 
squeeze because businessmen 
have had plenty of time to 
figure them into pricing poli- 
cies. 


Perhaps the biggest potential 


threat to labor peace is a re- 
newal of economic warfare in 
the railroad industry, which en- 
joyed its first relatively peace- 
ful year in 1965 since 1960. 


Five train operating unions 


plan to demand wage increases, 
and a flareup is expected in the 
locomotive firemen's case. 


The firemen, who have lost 


some 17,000 jobs under a federal 
arbitration ruling, already have 
demanded a 25 per cent wage 
hike and insist the railroads fill 
all the abolished jobs when the 
two-year arbitration law expires 
March 31. 


"Frivolous," snapped chief 


railroad negotiator J. E. Wolfe 
in indicating stiff industry re- 
sistance. 


Railroad 
talks, 
always 
a 


headache under the complicated 
Railway Labor Act, could turn 
into "a can of worms," one fed- 
eral official said. 


In the past, railroad negotia- 


tions have frequently wound up 
in the White House. 


Machinists' wage demands in 


joint talks with seven major 
airlines could also cause trouble 
requiring some government ac- 
tion. 


Harry Bridges, West Coast 


longshoremen's chief, plans to 
go after major wage increases 
that could ruffle five years of 
labor peace on the 
pacific 


waterfront. 


But East Coast shipping, torn 


by labor strife throughout 1965 
should be calm. 


Seven AFL-C10 unions 
will 


make a major drive for bigger 
contract gains from two major 
firms - General Electric Co 
and 
Westinghouse 
Electric 


Corp. - but observers see no 


trouble for the administration 
there. 


The communications workers 


conceivably could tangle with 
the national interest in expected 
tough negotiations with 19 ma- 
jor divisions of the Bell Tele- 
phone System. 


The United Mineworkers Un-

The 
nation's attention was focused 
on this trend by the confronta- 
tion of some steel companies 
with the administration over the 
price of structural steel, and the 
eventual compromsie that let 
prices rise on some items while 
being held on others. 


And the strong urge to grow 


still bigger is revealed in the 
expansion 
plans 
being 
an- 


nounced almost daily by one or 
more 
manufacturers. 
Often 


there are complaints by others 
that their worst worries just 
now are about delays in deliv- 
eries of some badly needed ma- 
terials nd equipment. Cutbacks 
in expansion plans have been 
few indeed. 


There are problems, but busi- 


ness confidence in continuing 
economic growth 'in spite of the 
Viet Nam war uncertainties and 
inflation threats still is appar- 
ently untouched. 


The spurt in steel production 


this month apparently caught 
many in and out of the industry 
by surprise. Last fall the mills 
were looking for a fairly slow 
period through the early weeks 
of 1966 while customers lived off 
inventories built up early last 
year as a h$dge against a strike 
which didn't happen. 


Steelmen say their customers 


are coming back into the mark- 
et faster than was expecetd.

steel industry is happy at the 
change.

Papa Bear Is 
Burned Over 
Resignation

CHICAGO (AP) - That gfotl 
reverberating through ihrNa* 
iional Football League is from 
George 
(Papa Bear) Hals 


owner • coach of the Chicago 
Bears. 
The 70-year-old 
profeloflal 


football pioneer is doing a fast 
burn over the fact that assistant 
coach George Allen resigned to 
become head coach for the Los 
Angeles Rams. So much so that 
the Bears ar egoint to court to- 
day in an hearing to keep Allen 
from departing. 


Ualas filed a breach of con- 
tract suit Tuesday in an attempt 
to keep Allen, whose three-year 
contract at 
$19,00 a year 
doesn't expire until 1968, from 
going to Los Angeles. 


Almost in the same vein of a 


key government man defecting, 
Halas claims Allen has not only 
taken all the Bear secrets with 
him to Los Angees but also is 
undermining Bear chances for 
the National Football League 
title this year. 


Not that anyone is ready to 


concede the Bears the 1966 
championship, but Halas main- 
tains that Allen has "special, 
(exceptional and unique 
knowledge and skill as a coach 
which cannot be measured hi 
monetary terms and cannot be 
adequately compensated." 


"Unless he (Allen) Is re- 


strained," the complaint reads, 
"he will use this information in 
coaching the Rams against the 
Bears." 


Allen resigned as a Bear as- 


sistant Saturday and signed an 
undisclosed contract as head 
coach of the Rams Monday 
night. 


In his resignation letter to 


Halas, Allen said, "No man 
ever owed more to another than 
I do to you for all you have done 
for me. No one has ever had a 
more agonizing experience in 
arriving at a decision than 1 
have had in bringing myself in 
this final act of resignation. 


"The opportunity which has 


been offered to me to become 
head coach of the Los Angeles 
Rams is one I feel I must ac- 
cept. The job of realizing this 
ambition is marred only by the 
regret hi leaving a team, and an 
association with you, which has 
given me the most rewarding 
years of my life." 


Allen's letter had no affect on 


Halas. 
Pete Rozelle, commissioner of 


the NFL, told Halas hi a state- 
ment that "it has been tradi- 
tional in the NFL and through- 
out sports that assistant coaches 
be permitted to take advantage 
of opportunity for advancement.

Premier 


Alexei N. Kosygin scored a coup 
at Tashkent, where he persuad- 
ed the Indians and Pakistanis at 
least to talk aout peaceful dela- 
tions. President Johnson wel- 
comed the result, but it is like- 
ly to enrage the Red Chinese. 


The Russians have battered 


their way into the Viet Nam sit- 
uation with a high-powered del- 
egation whose aim, many quali- 
fied observers agree, is to out- 
bid Peking for the loyalty of the 
Hanoi regime. 


The Russians have sent a first 


team, headed by party chief 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, to Mongo- 
lia. The meaning will not be lost 
noon the Red Chinese, who have 
been contesting with Moscow 
for influence in that Communist 
buffer between the U.S.S.R. and 
China. 


The Russians appear to have 


clashed head-on with the Chi- 
nese in Cuba and to have won 
the upper hand at the so-called 
tricontinental 
anti-imperialist 


conference there. The Chinese 
plav of their anger. 


All this provokes speculation 


that the present Soviet leader- 
ship has little expectation of 
reconciliation with Peking and 
now is trying to lessen the dan- 
gers that Chinese policies may 
pose for Soviet interests. 


This would not 
mean that 


Moscow has lost interest in fo- 
menting revolution around the 
world. But it could mean that 
the Kremlin wants to be careful 
lest national interests be endan- 
gered in the process. 


The biggest hurdles may still 


be ahead for Soviet diplomacy. 
The North Vietnamese regime 
has appeared to be dominated 
by pro-Chinese elements. Should 
Soviet influence be rebuffed, the 
Kremlin would be powerless to 
create a climate in which the 
Viet Nam war might be brought 
to a conference table. 


Even should the Soviet thrust 


in Hanoi be successful, there 
are other problems. Soviet di- 
plomacy in Asia is tied to Eu- 
rope. The Russians are unlikely 
to want to make things easier 
for Uncle Sam without reciproc 
ity on the West German ques-

dents are still attending such 
small high schools and about 
35 per cent of the 2.3 million 
Southern high school students 
are in institutions with enroll- 
ments numbering less than 500. 


The Peabody report, which 


covers 4,776 schools in 11 South- 
ern states, concludes that it Is

teaching and learning." 


This lesson is a hard one to. 


learn. The average community 
wants to keep its high school 
because of the basketball games 
and other programs and natural 
community pride. Yet these 
small high schools can't pro- 
vide the education that young 
people in the South now need. 
Only large, consolidated high 
schools can give the range of 
courses and the quality of 
education that the new, indus- 
trialized South calls for.
